Berlin admits retirement of the Ger­ 
mans “according to orders” befor** the 
British between Bcaumetz and Holsel, 
northeast of Peronne, hut sacs the 
Germans

French 
attacks 
northeast of Solssons. 
Fighting on the British end of the 
line has chiefly consisted of reciprocal 
raiding and bombing attacks. 
There has been considerable fight 
Ing in the air. 
Berlin records the 
loss of seventeen airplanes 
by the 
French and British, while london re­ 
ports eight German machines were 
driven down, but admits four British 
machines failed 
to return 
to their 
base. 


Air Raids on Calais and Dunkirk. 
Bombs have been dropped from Ger­ 
man aircraft on Calais and Dunkirk. 
While only small raiding operations 
and artillery duels have been report- 
rd from the Russian front a dispatch 
from Pctrograd says there is Indis­
